Said  manholes,  poles  and  conduits 
shall  bo  located  and  approved  by  the  proper  Department  of 
the  ( lity. 

That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  ami  empow- 
ered to  hire,  rent,  lease  or  purchase  any  underground! 
conduits,  oir  systems  of  cables  or  wires  that  may  have 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed  by  the  City 
or  by  any  corporation,  firm  or  individual  under  existing 
ordinances,  and  such  corporation,  firm  or  individual,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  so  hire,  rent,  lease 
or  sell. 

Thar  -aid  company  shall  have  the  streets  opened  by 
it  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  conduits  repaved  with 
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pavement  like  that  on  the  streets  opened  and  keep  in  good 
repair  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
three  years  from  the  time  of  breaking,  and  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  company  to  make  the  necessary  repairs,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized 
to  repair  the  streets  over  the  conduits  at  the  expense  of  the

When  streets  paved  with 
asphaltum  or  other  improved  pavements  are  to  be  opened 
on  which  the  contractor's  guarantee  has  not  expired  through 
time,  the' said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  arrange 
with  The  contractor  to  open  and  l-lay  such  pavement  under 
an  agreement  or  contract,  and  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  inspector 
at  the  expense  of  the  said  company  to  see  that  the  work  is 
done  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  Depart- 
ment.

service  to  the  City  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  between 
Lehigh  avenue  and  Washington  avenue,  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  City  within  four  years.

That  said  company  shall  comply  with  all  the  ordi- 
nances now  in  force  or  hereafter  passed  relating  to  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  telegraph  and  telephone 
lines,  as  well  as  license  charges  for  overhead  and  under- 
ground electrical  service,  and  shall  remove  its  overhead 
wires  as  fast  as  it  constructs  and  extends  its  underground 
system,  except  such  terminal  poles  and  wires  as  are  hereby 
authorized  in  connection  with  said  underground  system,, 
and  shall,  on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  give  a  bond 
to  the  City  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  for 
faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 
nance;  said  bond  to  be  executed  with  a  surety  or  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

That  said  company  shall  construct  and  complete  a 
plant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, that  will  be  adequate  to  furnish  service  to  all  per- 
sons desiring  use  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia;  that  the  said  Keystone  Telephone  Company 
shall  not  sell  or  lease  to  any  telegraph  or  telephone  com- 
pany, or  corporation  whatsoever,  the  rights  and  franchises 
herein  and  hereby  conferred,  under  the  penalty  of  making 
this  ordinance  and  all  the  provisions  and  conditions  thereof 
null  and  void,  and  this  provision  shall  be  made  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  bond  to  be  filed  as  aforesaid;  no  permit 
shall  be  issued  for  the  breaking  of  any  of  the  streets  of  tin 
City  by  said  company  and  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  till 
said  bond  shall  have  been  prepared  and  filed  with  the  City 
Solicitor,  entered  of  record  and  a  copy  thereof  furnished 
to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  nor  until  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  print- 
ing this  ordinance. 

That  said  company  shall,  for  a  fair  proportion,  of 
the    sum    received    for    such    business    afford    any    out- 
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if-town  companies  applying  for  the  same  entrance  to  its 
exchanges  and  facilities  for  telephonic  communication  with 
its  subscribers,  provided  similar  facilities  upon  the  same 
terms  are  afforded  to  it  by  said  out-of-town  companies,  and 
:his  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
•such  connections  with  the  said  out-of-town  companies. 
Failure  To  comply  with  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  privileges 
hereby  granted.

REPORT  OF  JURY  OF  VIEW. 

Filed  March  30,  1900. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  said  Court: 

The  undersigned  jurors,  appointed  by  your  Honorable 
Court,  upon  the  petition  of  Amanda  and  Franklin  L.  Car- 
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nell,  to  assess  the  damages  and  benefits,  if  any,  caused  by 
the  opening  of  "K"  street,  from  Old  Front  street  to  Cayuga 
street,  respectfully  report: 

That  due  notice,  according  to  law  and  the  rules  of  Court, 
having  been  given  to  the  jurors,  property  owners  and  ten- 
ants affected,  in  pursuance  of  their  appointment  they  met 
at  Road  Jury  Room,  No.  381,  City  Hall,  on  February 
23,  1900,  at  eleven  o'clock  A.  M.,  for  organization.  The 
jurors  were  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  by  one  of  their 
number  on  their  voir  dire  and  examined  touching  their 
capacity  to  serve  as  road  jurors  in  this  proceeding.  Each 
juror  was  found  to  be  competent  and  duly  qualified  to 
serve.  The  jurors  were  then  severally  sworn  or  affirmed 
by  one  of  their  number  to  perform  their  duties  as  road 
jurors  in  the  matter  of  the  said  opening,  impartially  and 
to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability  and  a  true  report

Item  25,  for  repairs  to  asphalt  streets  and  re- 
paving  around  fire  plugs  and  breaks  in  foot- 
ways for  other  municipal  purposes,  to  include 
patent  pavements 20,000

Dear  Sir: — The  appropriations  to  Items  4  and  5, 
Bureau  of  Highways;  Item  16  of  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and 
Item  10,  of  Bureau  of  Water,  are  totally  insufficient  to 
meet  the  pressing  demands  of  the  Bureaus,  and  I  enclose 
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a  draft  of  ordinance  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,- 
000  to  Item  4,  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  construct- 
ing new  iron  culverts,  wooden  trunks,  steps  and  hand  rails, 
etc.,  and  $5,000  to  Item  5  for  repairing,  altering  and  ex- 
tending sewers  and  inlets,  trapping  and  retrapping  inlets 
and  cleaning  sewers.  The  latter  amount  is  required  for  the 
purpose  of  making  improvements  and  constructing  man- 
holes in  the  Mantua  Creek  Sewer  from  the  intersection  of 
Thirty-eighth  and  Brown  streets  to  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Bureau  of  Surveys,  to  Item  16,  for  branch  sewers  and 
inlets,  $100,000.  The  appropriation  for  the  construction 
of  branch  sewers  mil  be  entirely  exhausted  at  the  next 
letting,  and  unless  additional  money  is  appropriated  for 
this  purpose,  streets  authorized  to  be  paved  and  repaved 
will  be  delayed  because  of  the  fact  that  we  will  not  have 
money  to  construct  branch  sewers. 

'Bureau  of  Water,  to  Item  10,  for  the  purchase  of  iron, 
steel  and  malleable  castings,  $20,000.  The  contract  prices 
for  these  castings  for  the  current  year  are  from  fifty  to 
seventy-five  per  cent,  greater  than  List  year,  consequently 
the  appropriation  made  by  Councils  December  31,  1899, 
is  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  department 
for  the  purchase  of  this  material. 

I  have  the  honor  to  ask  that  you  submit  this  matter  to 
Councils  with  the  request  that  they  make  the  appropria- 
tions asked  for.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  return  with- 
out my  signature,  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
selecting  a  certain  triangular  piece  of  ground  as  an  open 
public  place  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people," 
and  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  this  ordinance  should  not 
become  a  law  in  its  present  form.  Inquiry  reveals  the  fact 
that  it  is  proposed  by  this  ordinance  to  take  for  park  pur- 
poses all  the  ground  now  located  between  Twenty-fifth 
street,  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Spring  Garden  street, 
which  is  partially  covered  by  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  separate  properties,  the  assessed  value  of  which  in 
August,  1899,  was  $184,050.00. 

While  the  evident  intent  of  the  ordinance  is  to  permit 
of  the  improvement  of  Green  street  entrance  to  Fairmount 
Park,  with  which  purpose  I  am  in  thorough  sympathy,  I 
cannot  give  my  approval  at  this  time,  when  public  monies 
are  so  much  needed  for  other  and  more  urgent  purposes 
affecting  the  life  and  health  of  the  community,  to  an  ordi- 
nance which  proposes,  as  this  does,  to  take,  without  any 
limit  as  to  price,  so  large  a  number  of  properties  at  so  great 
and  uncertain  expense.  While  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  as  mentioned  is  fixed,  there  is  no  assurance  that 
claims  for  double  the  amount  will  not  be  put  in  by  the 
owners  of  the  premises,  thus  giving  rise  to  further  public 
complaints  about  the  abuse  of  the  mandamus  system. 

The  passage  of  this  ordinance  in  its  present  form,  with- 
out any  assurance  from  the  property  owners  as  to  their 
willingness  to  co-operate  in  the  matter  of  the  expense,  is 
not,  in  my  judgment,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City.

Gentlemen: — Recent  engineering  work  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has  attracted  widespread  attention  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  under  the  direction  of 
Chief  Engineer  George  S.  Webster. 

The  Reading  subway,  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  and  the 
widening  of  Delaware  avenue  have  met  with  such  univer- 
sal approval  and  commendation  on  the  part  of  engineers 
the  world  over,  as  to  be  highly  gratifying  to  the  authori- 
ties of  this  City.  Notwithstanding  the  vast  routine  work 
imposed  upon  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  the  special  engineer- 
ing feats  just  referred  to  were  performed  at  much  less  cost 
than  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  originally  provided 
by  Councils. 

In  view  of  the  achievements  of  the  Bureau,  both  in  the 
matter  of  efficiency  and  economy,  I  have  assigned  Mr. 
Webster  to  take  charge  of  the  general  engineering  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  and  installation  of  the  water 
filtration  plants  about  to  be  provided  for  Philadelphia 
under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
thus  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Water,  Mr.  Hand,  who  will  have  charge  of  the  mechani- 
cal engineering. 

This  selection  has  been  made  not  only  because  the  ad- 
ministration has  entire  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Survey  Bureau,  but  also  because  of 
his  special  knowledge  on  the  subject  of  filtration  and  his 
close  association  with  the  three  distinguished  water  ex- 
perts, who  recommended  the  introduction  of  the  system. 
In  this  connection  it  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Webster 
was  the  almost  constant  companion  of  the  experts  during 
their  investigations,  and  was  highly  commended  by  them 
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for  his  Intelligent  co-operation  and  assistance  in    aiding 
them  to  reach  their  conclusions. 

It  seems  to  me  his  assignment  to  this  important  new 
duty,  therefore,  is  not  only  complimentary  to  the  ability 
of  local  skill  in  engineering,  but  will  also  give  assurance 
to  the  public  of  the  capable  and  conscientious  performance 
of  the  vast  work  about  to  be  undertaken  under  the  $12,- 
000,000  loan  bill.  As  the  duties  imposed  upon  Mr. 
Webster  will  be  extraordinary,  and  in  addition  to  the 
heavy  routine  duties  of  his  office,  I  cordially  recommend 
that  his  salary  be  increased  from  $6,000  to  $8,000  per 
sfnnum.  This  will  tend  to  make  the  payment  for  his  ser- 
vices commensurate  with  salaries  paid  for  engineering  ca- 
pabilities of  a  high  order  in  other  large  cities.  It  will 
also  tend  to  assure  the  continuance  of  Mr.  Webster's  ser- 
vices in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  use  of  benzine,  benzole,  naphtha  and  other 
explosive  oils,  compounds,  chemicals  or  substances  in 
manufacture. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  to  maintain 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  business 
or  establishment  for  the  manufacture  of  any  product,  sub- 
stance, article  or  commodity  in  the  making,  compounding 
or  composition  of  which,  benzine,  benzole,  naphtha  or  any 
other  explosive  oil,  compound  or  chemical  is  used  or  em- 
ployed, within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  other  build- 
ing. 

Sect.  2.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  maintain 
any  establishment  for  the  manufacture  of  any  product, 
substance,  article  or  commodity,  in  the  making,  compound- 
ing or  composition  of  which,  benzine,  benzole,  naphtha  or 
any  other  explosive  oil,  compound  or  chemical  is  used  or 
employed  without  first  obtaining  a  license  to  conduct  the 
said  business  or  establishment  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  Before  issuing  a.  license,  as  provided  for  in 
Section  2,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  through  his 
proper  officers  and  subordinates,  to  inspect  any  premises 
or  building  in  or  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  the 
said  business  or  establishment,  and  to  refuse  the  said  li- 
cense whenever  it  be  found  that  the  building,  in  which 
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it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  the  said  business,  is  less  than  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  from  any  other  building,  or  whenever 
it  is  found  that  the  granting  of  the  said  license  would  en- 
danger the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  maintaining 
a  nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
ordinance  or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  thereof  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  to 
be  collected  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  col- 
lectible, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  abate 
the  said  nuisance. 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ORDINANCE 

Prohibiting  the  manufacture,  and  regulating  the  sale, 
keeping,  storing,  or  using  of  dynamite,  gunpowder  and 
other  explosives  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  it  shall  be  a  nuisance 
to  manufacture  in  any  manner  or  form,  any  dynamite, 
nitroglycerine,  calcium  carbide,  gunpowder,  blasting  pow- 
der, flashlight  powder,  nitrate  of  potash,  saltpetre,  gun 
cotton,  or  other  explosive  substance  or  compound,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  cal- 
ciran  carbide,  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  flashlight  pow- 
der, nitrate  of  potash,  saltpetre,  gun  cotton,  or  other  ex- 
plosive substance  or  compound  is  sold,  stored,  kept  or  used 
for  any  purpose  whatever  in,  under  or  about  any  build- 
ing in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
person  so  selling,  storing,  keeping,  or  using  the  same,  to 
notify  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
that  he  is  so  doing.  It  shall  then  become  the  duty  of  the 
Fire  Marshal,  or  such  officer  or  employe  of  the  said  De- 
partment, as  the  Director  thereof  may  designate,  to  inspect 
the  said  premises.     The  Fire  Marshal  or  other  officer  or 
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employe  so  designated,  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon 
and  inspect  at  any  time,  any  premises  wherein  such  ex- 
plosive substances  or  compounds  are  sold,  kept,  stored,  or 
used,  or  where  it  is  suspected  they  or  any  of  them  are 
sold,  kept,  stored  or  used. 

Sect.  3.  If  upon  the  inspection  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 2,  it  shall  be  found  that  any  building,  either  by  reason 
of  its  location  or  its  construction,  is  unsuitable  for  the 
selling,  keeping,  storing  or  using  of  such  explosive  sub- 
stances or  compounds,  as  are  referred  to  in  Section  1,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  notify 
the  owner  or  the  occupant  of  the  said  building  that  the 
use  of  the  said  building  for  such  purpose  must  be  discon- 
tinued, and  the  further  continuance  of  such  building  for 
the  said  purpose  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance.  If  it  be  found 
that  any  building  so  used  is  suitable  for  the  said  purposes, 
but  that  the  manner  in  which  such  explosive  substances  or 
compounds  are  sold,  kept,  stored  or  used  is  against  the  pub- 
lic safety  and  interest,  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  in  what 
manner  the  said  explosive  substances  or  compounds  shall 
be  sold,  kept,  stored  or  used,  and  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration failing  to  comply  with  the  said  directions  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

Sect.  4.  Xo  person  shall  sell,  keep,  store  or  have  upon 
any  premises  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
more  than  five  (5)  pounds  of  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine  or 
guncotton,  or  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  pounds  of  gun- 
powder, blasting  powder,  or  calcium  carbide,  or  more  than 
three  hundred  (300)  pounds  of  nitrate  of  potash  or  salt- 
petre, to  be  kept  in  metal  cases  in  a  dry  place,  or  more 
than  such  quantities  of  any  other  explosive  substances  or 
compounds,  as  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  may  deem  consistent  with  the  public  safety  and 
interest.  All  packages  containing  any  explosive  substances 
or  compounds  shall  be  conspicuously  labelled  with  the  name 
of  the  contents  and  the  word  "Danger." 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  maintaining 
a  nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
ordinance,  or  violating  any  provision  thereof  shall  be  sub- 
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ject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  collectible, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  to  summarily  abate  such  nuisance  when 
its  maintenance  is  continued  and  persisted  in  after  notice 
to  abate  and  discontinue  it. 

Sect.  6.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen  : — The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  haye  the  honor  to  submit  for 
yoiir  consideration  the  annexed  statement  of  the  Sinking 
Funds  held  by  them  in  connection  with  the  loans  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  maturing" on  July  1,  1900,  and  on 
January  1,  1901,  and  for  which  payment  must  be  pro- 
vided during  the  current  year. 

The  total  deficiency  is  $1,311,365.21  which  is  caused 
by  the  fact  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  make  our  in- 
vestments at  6  per  cent,  interest,  the  basis  upon,  which 
the  Sinking  Funds  were  predicated. 

As  the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  put  upon  the  market 
loans  authorized,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  required  for 
work  already  ordered,  we  deem  it  inadvisable  to  ask  for 
a  refunding  loan  at  this  time,  and  we  have1  so  arranged 
our  investments  that  we  shall  be  able  to  pay  loans  matur- 
ing on  July  1st. 

Our  arrangements  for  paying  loans  maturing  on  Jan- 
uary 1st  next  are  not  completed,  but  a,  refunding  loan 
would  not  be  necessary  if  we  could  sell  the  45,000  shares 
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of  the  stock  of  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad  Company 
which  has  been  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners 
since  January,  1857,  and  upon  which  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia has  received  but  one  dividend,  amounting  to 
$45,000. 

We  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  pass  an  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  sale  of  these  shares,  and  if  such 
sale  cannot  be  effected  in  time  toi  pay  these  loans  at  ma- 
turity it  may  be  necessary  to  issue  a  refunding  loan.

The  undersigned  jurors  appointed  by  your  Honorable 
Court  on  the  petition  of  Harry  Taylor  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages and  benefits,  if  any,  for  the  opening  of  Osceola  (for- 
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merry  Engle)  street,  from  Haines  street  to  Centre  street, 
respectfully  report : 

That  pursuant  to  notice  the  jury  met  on  April  5,  1900, 
for  oranization.  All  of  the  jurors  were  present  with  the 
exception  of  James  L.  Stanton. 

At  this  meeting,  to  wit,  April  5,  1900,  the  jury  organ- 
ized by  electing  Francis  J.  Kiefler  foreman,  after  which 
the  official  plan  was  produced  for  the  use  of  said  jury, 
which  said  plan  is  filed  with  this  report.  The  affidavit 
of  service  of  notice  on  the  registered  property  owners  and 
tenants  along  the  line  of  the  said  street  was  also  filed  with 
the  jury  and  is  now  a  matter  of  record.  The  petition  was 
also  read  to  the  jury. 

That  at  this  meeting,  to  wit,  April  5,  1900,  and  be- 
fore organization,  the  jurors  were  severally  sworn  or 
affirmed  by  one  of  their  number  upon  their  voir  dire 
and  examined  touching  their  capacity  to  serve  as  road 
jurors  in  this  proceeding.

Dear  Sir: —  Under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved November  6,  1862,  Section  5,  page  370,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  City  Solicitor  received 
tliis  day  in  reply  to  a  letter  addressed  him  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  inquiring  as  to  the  legality  of  this  Department 
forwarding  a  communication  to  your  Honorable  Bodies 
bearing  upon  his  (the  Treasurer's)  accounts  with  the  Com- 
monwealth, I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  a  report 
of  the  audit  by  this  Department  of  the  personal  property 
tax  of  Clayton  McMichael,  Esq.,  City  Treasurer,  for  the 
year  1899,  showing  that  the  total  amount  of  same  col- 
lected by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and  returned  to  the  City 
Treasury,  together  with  the  balance  appropriated  by  Coun- 
cils, was  $1,437,206.55,  the  sum  assessed  by  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes.  Of  this  amount  there  was  forwarded 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  per  his  receipts  for  same, 
$1,122,831.19,  leaving  a  balance  "unpaid  of  $11,372.06, 
or  one  per  cent,  of  the  gross  amount  which  was  retained 
by  the  City  Treasurer  as  a  commission  for  its  collection. 

The  Act  of  June  8,  1891,  Section  16,  says:  "That  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and 
annually  thereafter,  three-fourths  of  the  net  amount  of 
tax  based  on  the  return  of  property  subject  to  taxation  for 
State  purposes  required  to  be  made  to  and  accepted  by  the 
State  Board  of  Revenue  Commissioners  annually,  by 
County  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
in  cities  co-extensive  with  counties,  that  is  collected  and 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  by  a  county  or  city  co-exten- 
sive with  a  county,  shall  be  returned  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  such  county  or  city  co-extensive  with  a  county,  for 
its  OHM  use  in  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  it  in 
the  assessment  and  collection  of  said  tax." 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  by  the  terms  of  said  Act  there 
should  have  been  returned  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
three-fourths  of  $1,437,206.55,  or  $1,077,004.91;  while 
on  the  contrary  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  show  a 
credit  of  but  $1,067,125.87,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10,- 
779.04. 

The  figures  for  the  year  1898,  a  statement  of  the  audit 
of  which  was  forwarded  your  Honorable  Bodies  February 
4,  1899,  approximates  those  for  1899.  The  amount  col- 
lected by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  together  with  the  balance  appropriated  by 
Councils  for  remission  to  the  State  Treasurer  being  $1,- 
409,738.48,  three-fourths  of  which  were  $1,057,303.86; 
while  the  audit  shows  but  1,046,730.82  on  the  books  of 
the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  City,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $10,573.04. 

The  contention  of  this  Department  is  that  these  amounts 
are  due  and  belong  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under 
Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution  of  1S74  as  well  as  by  the 
Act  of  March  31,  1876.  Section  5  of  the  former  pro- 
vides that: 

"The"  compensation  of  county  officers  shall  be  regulated 
by  law,  and  all  county  officers  who  are  or  may  be  salaried, 
shall  pay  all  fees  which  they  may  be  authorized  to  re- 
ceive into  the  treasury  of  the  county  or  State,  as  may  be 
directed  by  law.  In  counties  containing  over  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  all  county  officers  shall 
be  paid  by  salary;  and  the  salary  of  any  such  officer  and 
his  clerks,  heretofore  paid  by  fees,  shall  not  exceed  the 
aggregate  amount  of  fees  earned  during  his  term  and 
collected  by  or  for  him." 

Section  15  of  the  latter  is  as  follows:  "The  salaries 
fixed  and  provided  by  the  foregoing  provisions,  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  all  or  any  moneys,  fees,  perquisites  or  mileage 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  received  by  any  officer 
named  in  this  Act;  and  all  said  moneys,  fees,  mileage  or 
perquisites,  received  by  any  of  them  as  compensation,  fees 
or  perquisites,  fromi  any  source  whatever,  shall  in  all 
cases  belong  to  the  county,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  (except  where  required  to  be  paid  into  the  State) 
as  provided  in  this  Act." 
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In  connection  with  the  amount  of  personal  property  tax 
•withheld,  I  beg  to  add  that  the  penalties  collected  by  the 
City  Treasurer  f roni  delinquents  in  payment  of  mercantile 
taxes  are  also  retained  by  the  City  Treasurer,  the  amount 
retained  for  collections  in  1898  being  $1,749.23,  and  for 
1899  $2,010.76,  a  total  of  $3,759.99. 

By  a  decision  of  Mr.  John  L.  Kinsey,  City  Solicitor, 
dated  December  17,  1896,  and  by  a  resolution  of  Coun- 
cils—in  accordance'  with  that  opinion — the  then  City 
Treasurer,  at  whose  request  this  opinion  was  rendered, 
was  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury the  penalty  moneys  in  his  possession  collected  for  the 
past  year,  amounting  to  $2,350.58,  which  the  City  Treas- 
urer, Mr.  R.  G.  Oellers,  promptly  complied  with.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  view  of  the  Law  Department,  a  com- 
munication dated  April  6,  1900,  was  forwarded  Mr.  Mc- 
Michael,  City  Treasurer,  by  me,  in  which  his  attention 
was  called  to  the  former  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  and 
resolution  of  Councils,  and  request  made  that  the  sum 
in  question,  amounting  to  $3,759.99  be  credited  to  the 
City.  This  he  declined  to  do,  taking  the  ground  that 
their  retention  was  for  the  protection  of  himself  and  bond. 

The  two  City  Treasurers  immediately  preceding  the 
present  incumbent  of  that  office  did  not  retain  any  com- 
missions or  fees.  The  present  City  Treasurer,  however, 
claims  that  under  a  decision  rendered  by  the  Court  of 
Dauphin  county  upon  a  case  stated,  Commonwealth  vs. 
McMiehael,  Eighth  District  "Report,  157,  which  held  the 
Act  of  June  6,  1893,  to  be  unconstitutional. 

It  should  be  added  that  this  decision  did  not  determine 
the  question,  as  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
Treasurer,  to  whom  these  fees  belonged,  which  would 
probably  have  been  considered  had  the  City  been  repre- 
sented at  the  tinie.  That  it  was  not  so  represented,  I  am 
credibly  informed,  was  no  fault  of  the  law  officer  of  the 
City,  for  the  reason  that  no  notice  was  given  nor  had  he 
any  knowledge  of  the  case  until  the  matter  had  been  heard 
by  the  Court.  This  decision,  however,  has  never  been 
passed  upon  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Since  that  time,  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  City  of  Pitts- 
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burg  vs.  John  M.  Anderson,  Treasurer  of  Allegheny 
County,  has  clearly  defined  the  law  to  be,  that  County 
Treasurers  have  no  right  to  retain  commissions  or  fees  for 
the  collection  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  counties.

In  estimating  our  needs  for  the  year  1900,  we  based 
them  upon  the  prices  paid  during  the  year  1899.  The  in- 
crease in  prices  during  the  present  year  and  the  unusu- 
ally large  amount  of  work  required  to  be  done  has  caused 
an  exhaustion  in  the  appropriation  in  several  items. 

The  additional  amounts  asked  for  in  the  following  state- 
ment will  be  required  in  the  immediate  future,  and  appro- 
priations should  be  made:

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Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  surface  of  a 
atrip  of  land  fourteen  (14)  feet  wide  on  the  north  side  of 
South  Penn  Square  street,  between  Broad  and  Fifteenth 
streets,  and  also  the  surface  of  a  strip  of  land  eighteen  (18) 
feet  wide  on  the  east  side  of  Fifteenth  street,  between 
South  Penn  Square  and  Market  streets,  together  with  a 
headway  of  fourteen  (14)  feet  above  said  strips  measured 
from  the  level  of  the  grade  of  the  present  sidewalk,  be 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  sidewalk;  the 
owners  of  the  said  land,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  have 
the  right  to  support  any  building  or  buildings  which  may 
be  erected  by  them  over  said  land  and  space  above  appro- 
priated, by  posts  or  columns  placed  on  said  land  and  along 
and  inside  the  present  building  line,  the  number,  size,  ma- 
terial and  spacing  of  which  posts  or  columns  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  2.  That  eleven  (11)  feet  of  the  present  footway 
on  the  north  side  of  South  Penn  Square  street,  and  on  the 
east  side  of  Fifteenth  street  adjacent  to  the  aforesaid  strips 
of  land,  shall  lie  added  to  the  cartway  of  said  streets  re- 
spectively, and  the  curb  line  changed  accordingly. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board 
of  Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  public  plan 
in  accordance  with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor,  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  ( 'ity  Solicitor  are  hereby  authorized 
to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  property  as  to  their  several 
damages,  and  the  adjustment  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to 
Councils  for  an  appropriation ;  or,  in  the  event  of  inability 
to  agree  on  such  damages,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be 
assessed  by  reason  of  the  acquisition  of  property  hereinbe- 
fore authorized. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Pennsylvania  B-ailroad  Company  be 
authorized  to  construct  a  bridge  parallel  with  and  eastward 
of  the   present  eastern  building  line   of   Fifteenth   street 
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extended  from  trie  train  floor  of  its  Broad  Street.  Station 
on  the  north  side  of  Market  street  to  the  building  line  on 
the  south,  side  of  said  last  named  street,  said  bridge  to  be 
of  the  width  of  twenty  (20)  feet,  to  be  so  constructed  as 
to  leave  a  clear  headway  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  above  the 
centre-  of  the  present  paved  cartway  of  Market  street,  and 
to  be  connected  on  the  south  side  of  Market  street  with 
the  said  public  sidewalk  by  steps  and  approaches  on  private 
property. 

Sect.  6.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  first  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for  the  printing  of  the 
ordinance.

The  value  of  the  ground  taken,  together  with  mov- 
ing the  barn,  is  estimated  at  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  dol- 
lars. The  street  is  badly  needed  to  provide  an  outlet  for 
a  number  of  fine  properties  now  constructed. 

Ludlow  street  is  about  to  be  built  on,  but  the  necessary 
street  improvement  cannot  be  made  because  one  of  the 
owners  of  property  refuses  to  open  the  street.  The  dam- 
age, if  any,  will  be  small,  and  the  amount  speedily  returned 
by  the  increased  taxation. 

Twenty-seventh  street  has  been  actually  opened  and  in 
use  for  a  number  of  years,  with  curbs  set  and  sidewalks 
paved,  but  no  formal  opening  has  ever  taken  place ;  no  pos- 
sible damages  can  arise  on  this  street. 

Pacific  street  should  be  opened  in  order  that  street  im- 
provements may  be  made.  The  street  is  open  and  in  use 
at  the  present  time,  but  the  bed  of  the  street  never  dedi- 
cated to  the  City.    The  opening  will  be  a  benefit  to  all  the 
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properties  fronting  on  the  same,  and  whatever  damages 
may  accrue  will  be  fully  liquidated  by  the  benefits. 

Dounton  street  is  all  legally  opened  excepting  a  small 
triangle  of  about  twenty  (20)  by  twenty-five  (25)  feet  at 
the  Sixteenth  street  end.  No  owner  can  be  found  for  this 
triangle,  but  in  order  that  the  street  may  be  improved  an 
ordinance  is  necessary. 

Greenway  avenue  has  all  been  opened  excepting  a  lot 
forty  (40)  by  seventy-five  (75)  feet,  which  is  held  by  the 
adjoining  owner  who  refuses  to  dedicate.  The  only  dam- 
age, if  any,  will  be  the  value  of  this  ground,  as  no  buildings 
have  been  constructed  thereon. 

One-half  of  the  bed  of  Gray's  avenue  has  already  been 
dedicated  by  the  owners  of  property.  One  block  of  the 
street  is  already  built  upon,  but  no  street  improvements 
can  be  made  until  the  street  is  legally  opened.  As  there 
are  no  buildings  or  other  obstruction,  and  as  the  opening 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  properties,  we  believe  that  no 
possible  damage  can  arise  by  opening  the  street. 

As  .the  opening  of  all  these  streets  are  in  the  interest  of 
the  general  public,  and  in  no  case  there  being  any  serious 
damage,  we  report  the  ordinance  with  a  favorable  recom- 
mendation.

hundred  (100)  feet  from  any  other  buildings,  or  when- 
ever it.  is  found  that  the  granting  of  the  said  license  would 
endanger  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  maintaining 
a  nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  to  be 
collected  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  collected, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  abate  the  said  nui- 
sance. All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 
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"B." 

AN  OKDINANCE 

Prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  regulating  the  sale, 
keeping,  storing  or  using  of  dynamite,  gunpowder  and 
other  explosives  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  be  a  nuisance 
to  manufacture  in  any  manner  or  form,  any  dynamite, 
nitroglycerine,  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  flash  light 
powder,  nitrate  of  potash,  saltpetre,  gun  cotton  or  other 
explosive  substance  or  compound,  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  -dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  gun- 
powder, blasting  powder,  flash  light  powder,  nitrate  of  pot- 
ash, saltpetre,  gun  cotton  or  other  explosive  substance  or 
compound  is  sold,  stored,  kept  or  used  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever in,  under  or  about  any  building  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  so  selling,  storing, 
keeping  or  using  the  same,  to  notify  the  Director  of  the  De^ 
partment  of  Public  Safety  that  he  is  so  doing.  It  shall 
then  become  the  duty  of  the  Eire  Marshal,  or  such  officer 
or  employe  of  the  said  Department  as  the  Director  thereof 
may  designate,  to  inspect  the  said  premises.  The  Fire 
Marshal  or  other  officer  or  employe  so  designated  shall 
have  power  to  enter  upon  and  inspect  at  any  time,  any 
premises  wherein  such  explosive  substances  or*  compounds 
are  sold,  kept,  stored  or  used,  or  where  it  is  suspected  they 
or  any  of  them  are  sold,  kept,  stored  or  used. 

Sect.  3.  If  upon  the  inspection  provided  for  in  Section 
2,  it  shall  be  found  that  any  building,  either  by  reason  of 
its  location  or  its  construction,  is  unsuitable  for  the  selling, 
keeping,  storing  or  using  of  such  explosive  substances  or 
compounds,  as  are  referred  to  in  Section  1,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  notify  the  owner 
or  the  occupant  of  the  said  building  that  the  use  of  the 
said  building  for  such  purpose  must  be  discontinued,  and 
the  further  continuance  of  such  building  for  the  said  pur- 
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pose  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance.  If  it  be  found  that  any 
building  so  used  is  suitable  for  the  said  purposes,  but  that 
the  manner  in  which  such  explosive  substances  or  com- 
pounds are  sold,  kept,  stored  or  used  is  against  the  public 
safety  and  interest,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  in  what  man- 
ner the  said  explosive  substances  or  compounds  shall  be 
sold,  kept,  stored  or  used,  and  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion failing-  to  comply  with  the  said  directions  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

Sect.  4.  JSTo  person  shall  sell,  keep,  store  or  have  upon 
any  premises  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
more  than  five  (5)  pounds  of  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine  or 
guncotton,  or  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  pounds  of  gun- 
powder or  blasting  powder,  or  more  than  three  hundred 
(300)  pounds  of  nitrate  of  potash  or  saltpetre,  to  be  kept 
in  metal  cases  in  a  dry  place,  or  more  than  such  quantities 
of  any  other  explosive  substances  or  compounds  as  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  may  deem  con- 
sistent with  the  public  safety  and  interest.  All  packages 
containing  any  explosive  substances  or  compounds  shall  be 
conspicuously  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  contents  and 
the  word  "Danger." 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  maintaining  a 
nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  violating  any  provision  thereof  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  to  be  collected 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  collectible,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  to  summarily  abate  such  nuisance  when  its 
maintenance  is  continued  and  persisted  in  after  notice  to 
abate  and  discontinue  it.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

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or  corporation  not  having  the  necessary  electrical  lines  and 
conductors  for  furnishing  of  such  contracts  already  erected,

Whereas,  Such  methods  have  prevented  competition  in 
public  electric  lighting,  to  the  great  loss  to  the  City  of  Phil-

Resolved,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Works  be  and  is 
hereby  requested  to  immediately  advertise  for  public  arc 
lighting  for  the  year  1901  and  to  immediately  upon  receipt

Gentleme/n: — Complaints  are  frequently  made  to  the 
Mayor's  Office  concerning  the  unsanitary  condition  of  alley- 
ways in  the  rear  of  business  places  and  dwelling  houses. 
Dirt  and  garbage  accumulate  in  these  places  and  being 
carried  from  the  boundary  of  one  property  line  to  another 
occasions  disputes  among  neighbors,  which  result  in  ap- 
peals to  the  municipal  authorities.  Reference  of  these 
complaints  to  the  Board  of  Health  or  to  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  develops  an  absence  of  authority  and  responsi- 
bility, which  is  sometimes  vexations,  the  trouble  being  that 
the  alleyways  are  shown  to  be  private  property  in  which 
many  owners  are  interested,  which  owners  cannot  agree 
upon  a  plan  either  of  keeping  the  thoroughfare  in  good 
repair  or  in  a  wholesome  sanitary  condition,  giving  rise 
to  the  mistaken  impression  that  the  city  authorities  are 
some  way  at  fault. 

Owing  to  these  complaints  during  the  summer  months 
I  communicated  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  with  the  view  to  adopting  some  remedy, 
but  am  advised  both  by  the  Director  and  the  City  Solic- 
itor that  there  is  no  legal  authority  for  the  cleaning  of  pri- 
vate and  undedieated  streets  at  the  expense  of  the  city 
without  the  distinct  sanction  of  Councils. 

In  my  judgment  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  would 
be  very  much  improved  and  the  annoyances  growing  out 
of  the  disputed  ownership  of  alleyways  would  be  elimin- 
ated, if  Councils  would  require  that  in  all  future  contracts 
for  street  cleaning,  that  the  cleaning  of  alleyways  and 
undedieated  streets  throughout  the  city  be  performed  by 
the  contractors  as  all  public  highways  are  now  cleaned 
under  contract. 
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"While  the  cost  of  street  cleaning  would  necessarily 
be  affected  to  some  extent  by  the  introduction  of  such 
stipulations  in  street  cleaning  contracts,  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  city  would  be  amply  compensated  for  the  outlay 
by  the  improved  conditions,  both  as  to  the  health  and 
happiness  of  the  people  whose  houses  and  yards  have  outr 
lets  such  as  I  have  mentioned. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Bodies 
give  early  consideration  to  the  importance  of  having  street 
cleaning  contracts  include  the  cleaning  of  private  alley- 
ways and  undedicated  streets.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
statement  of  moneys  required  to  meet  deficiencies  in  sev- 
eral of  the  Bureaus  of  this  Department: 

Bureau  of  Highways. 

Item  25.  For  repairs  to  asphalt  streets,  repaving  around 
fire  hydrants  and  breaks  in  footways,  etc.,  forty  thousand 
(40,000)  dollars. 

The  approbation  to  this  item  is  completely  exhausted. 
Very  many  asphalt  streets  were  opened  this  year  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  water  mains  and  the  repaving  over  same 
took  a  large  portion  of  the  appropriation  for  repairs  to 
asphalt  streets  and  the  herein-before-mentioned  amount 
will  be  required  to  repave  over  permit  ditches  and  dan- 
gerous places  and  to  repave  over  water  mains  which  are 
now  being  laid  and  others  which  will  yet  be  laid  this  year, 
in  asphalt  paved  streets.- 

Bureau  of  Surveys. 

Item  16.  For  branch  sewers  and  inlets,  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars. 

The  appropriation  to  this  item  is  also  exhausted  and  the 
above  amount  will  be  required  to  construct  the  branch 
sewers  which  have  been  authorized  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils. 

Item  19.  For  main  sewers,  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
thousand  (116,00.0)  dollars. 

The  additional  appropriation  to  this  item  is  urgently 
needed  to  complete  certain  main  sewers;  also  for  the  re- 
construction of  the  Mantua  Creek  sewer  at  Thirty-seventh 
and  Brown  streets.  The  sewers  on  which  the  money  is 
required  are  as  follows: 
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'  Extension  of  Thomas  Run  main  sewer  on  Fifty-fifth 
street,  from  south  of  Baltimore  avenue  to  a  point  near 
Thomas  avenue,  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars.  This 
sewer  is  needed  to  join  two  portions  of  the  main  sewer  sys- 
tem so  as  to  reduce  heavy  claims  for  damages  against  the 
city. 

Extension  of  Lincoln  avenue  sewer,  from  Sedgwick 
street  to  Cresheim  avenue,  and  on  Cresheim  avenue  to 
Mount  Pleasant  avenue,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dol- 
lars. 

This  sewer  is  needed  to  divert  the  house  drainage  from 
a  built-up  section  of  Germantown,  which  has  nothing  but 
surface  drainage,  reaching  a  stream  connecting  with  the 
Philadelphia  water  supply. 

Extension  of  Sixty-second  street  main  sewer,  from  north, 
of  Arch  street  to  Market  street,  and  on  Market  street, 
from  Sixty-second'  to  Sixty-third  streets,  fifteen  thousand 
(15,000)  dollars. 

This  is  needed  to  carry  a  sewier  now  under  construction 
to  its  ultimate  outlet  and  avoid  claims  for  damages  that 
may  arise-  on  account  of  emptying  the  drainage-  on  to  pri- 
vate land. 

Extension  of  West  Branch  Wingohocking  main  sewer 
on  Belfield  avenue,  from1  Sharpnack  street  to  Mount  Pleasf- 
ant  avenue,  sixteen  thousand  (16,000)  dollars. 

It  is  essential  that  this  sewer  be  extended  to  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant avenue,  in  order  to  permit  of  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers  in  numerous  streets  which  have  been  built  up  and 
improved  for  many  years. 

Extension  of  Courtland  street  main  sewer,  from  a  point 
west  of  Eleventh  street  eastward,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000) 
dollars. 

It  is  advisable  to  extend  the  existing  sewer  eastward 
until  it  can  discharge  and  flow  into  the  creek  directly  in- 
stead of  into  a  trench  as  at  present.  Private  property  will 
be  benefited  by  the  extension. 

Reconstruction!  of  Mantua  Creek  main  sewer  on  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  from  Mantua,  avenue  to  Brown  street,  and 
on  Brown  street,  from  Thirty-seventh  to  Thirty-eighth 
streets,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars. 
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The  existing  sewer  runs  under  Louses  on  the  north  side 
of  Brown  street,  east  of  Thirty-eighth  street,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  sewer  is  such  that  it  may,  at  any  time,  cause 
trouble  and  damage  to  property.  To  place  the  old  sewer 
in  proper  condition  would  require  extensive  repairs  and 
be  more  costly  than,  reconstructing  a  new  sewer  and  I 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  appropriation  be  made 
for  this  purpose,  in  order  that  the  new  sewer  can  be  con- 
structed and  the  old  one  running  under  the  houses  be 
abandoned,  thus  doing  away  with  a  continual  source  of 
danger  to  the  houses  built  over  this  sewer. 

Bureau  of  Wafer. 

Item  2.  For  the  purchase!  of  coal,  forty-five  thousand 
(45,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  Tor  wages  of  mechanics,  laborers  and  other 
workmen  employed  upon  repairs  to  machinery  and  the 
maintenance  of  and  repairs  to  buildings,  grounds  and  reser- 
voirs and  the  transportation!  of  workmen  incident  thereto, 
twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  the  wages  of  mechanics,  drillers,  caulkers, 
laborers  and  other  workmen  connected  with  the  repairs  to 
and  improvement  of  the  distribution,  and  the  laying  of 
service  mains,  and  the  transportation  of  workmen  engaged 
in  repair,  fifty-nine  thousand  (59,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  wages  of  mechanics,  helpers,  laborers  and 
other  workmen  at  the  City  Construction  and  Repair  Shop, 
seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars. 

The  deficiency  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  caused  by  the 
installation  of  new  machinery  and  increased  pumpage, 
leaving  a  short  appropriation!  for  the  item  of  fuel;  also 
because  of  the  large  amount  of  pipe  ordered  laid,  leaving 
the  items  for  wages  and  improvement  to  distribution,  in- 
sufficient. 

The  appropriations  which  were  made  to  the  Bureau  of 
Water  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  were  insufficient,  and 
if  the  work  is  to  be  continued,  it  will  be  neeessary  for  ad- 
ditional appropriations  to  be  made  to  cover  the  deficiency 
represented  by  the  above  figures. 
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The  total  amount  required,  as  furnished  in  the  above 
statement,  is  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (337,000)  dol- 
lars. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  transmit  this  to 
Councils  with  the  recommendation  that  they  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  cover  these  deficiencies  as  early  as  possible.

Gentlemen: — In  obedience  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved June  11,  1879,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenses  and 
liabilities  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1,  1901, 
and  for  the  five  months  of  the  current  year  from  August 
1  to  December  31,  1900,  to  which  I  have  added  the  com- 
putation based  upon  the  tax  rate  at  $1.85  in  accordance 
with  the  first  section  of  said  act. 

The  total  expenses  estimated  by  the  various  Departments 
for  the  year  1901  and  forwarded  for  consideration  in  this 
report,  in  accordance  vrith  instructions  from  this  Depart- 
ment, amount  to  $29,779,856.16.  Embraced  in  this  are 
the  legal  charges  consisting  of  interest  on  funded  debt, 
State  tax  om  City  loans  twenty-second  series  of  four 
per  cent,  loan,  second  series  of  three  per  cent,  loan 
of  April  1,  1890,  Sinking  Fund  and  Mandamus  executions. 
A  decrease  in  the  total  requirements  is  shown  here  from 
tlmt  of  August  1,  1899,  of  $910,081.84,  due  in  part  prob- 
ably to  the  increase  of  funds  by  reason  of  the  recent  loans 
created. 

Mandamuses. 

The  payment  <>f  writs  by  mandamus  execution  have  de- 
creased as  compared  with  the  same  months  of  the  year  pre- 
vious, those  for  the  current  year  showing  a  falling  off  of 
$106,183.11.

In  view  of  the  large  amount  already  paid  to  August  1 
I  have  considered  it  advisable  to  add  to  the  amount  set  aside 
on  January  1  last  the  further  sum  of  $134,074.75,  which, 
with  the  balance  unpaid  of  the  estimated  requirements  on 
January  1,  will  make  available  for  the  remaining  five 
months  the  sum  of  $500,000.00. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
Subway  on   Pennsylvania  Avenue. 

Of  the  $5,400,000  negotiated  of  the  $6, 000,000  loan 
authorized  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work  there  was  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  on  August  1  to  the  credit  of  this 
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improvement  of  $452,176.67.  Of  this  there  were  con- 
tracts in  process  of  completion  amounting;  to  $199,233.55, 
leaving  a  cash  balance  available  towards  meeting  further 
payments  of  any  description  of  $252,943.12. 

By  a  recently  published  notice  of  the  Law  Department 
the  additional  amount  awarded  by  the  jury  of  view  to 
claimants  for  damages  to  properties  sustained  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  Subway  was  $327,160.00;  and  inasmuch 
as  a  large  amount  of  the  sum  set  aside  under  the  above  con- 
tracts will  not  be  required,  owing  to  the  advanced  stage  of 
the  work,  .it  is  thought  that  sufficient  moneys  will  be  re- 
credited  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  claimants  under  the 
award  without  the  necessity  of  negotiating  any  of  the  re- 
maining series  of  the  loan. 

Delawakk  Avenue  Improvement. 

The  balance  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  $2,000,000  loan 
for  the  improvement  of  Delaware  Avenue,  etc.,  is  $285,- 
743.65.  Of  this  $2,815.70  remains  of  the  $500,000  set 
aside,  from  this  loan,  for  the  improvement  of  the  channel 
in  the  Delaware  River. 

As  the  widening  of  the  channel  has  been  completed,  and 
as  the  latter  sum  is  carried  under  a  different  item  number 
from  the  former,  I  would  respectfully  advise  the  transfer  of 
the  lesser  amount  to  Item  26,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Avenue,  the  necessity  for  a  division 
of  the  amount  no  longer  existing. 

Funded  Debt. 

The  statement  submitted  of  the  gross  funded  debt  for 
the  past  seven  months  of  $57,256,345.22  exhibits  an  in- 
crease over  that  shown  in  the  report  of  this  Department  on 
January  1  last  of  $1,813,200.00. 

This  is  explained  by  a  glance  at  the  table  of  the  funded 
debt  on  page  5,  in  which  it  is  seen  that  the  additions  to  the 
debt  were  $2,800,000  of  the  $11,200,000  loan  and  $3r 
000,000  of  the  $12,000,000  Water  Loan,  which,  together 
with  the  amount  of  unclaimed  matured  loan  of  $16,200 
returned  by  the  fiscal  agents  of  the  City  (the  Farmers  and 
Mechanics  National  Bank),  makes  in  all  $5,816,200,000. 
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This  increase  is  offset,  however,  by  the  redemption  of  ma- 
tured loans  since  January  1,  1900,  of  $4,003,000,  leaving 
a  gross  increase  of  $1,813,200.00. 

In  this  connection  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  en- 
tire amount  necessary  to  meet  the  matured  loans  referred 
to  came  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commission,  obviating  the  necessity,  as  in  former  years,  of 
creating  a  refunding  loan  for  that  purpose. 

A  decrease  is,  therefore,  shown  in  the  amount  of  City 
Loans  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  from  that  of  January  1 
of  $1,515,000.00,  and  a  consequent  increase  in  the  net 
funded  debt  of  $1,635,225.00. 

It  will  be  observed  by  a  reference  to  page  6  that 
the  appropriations  asked  to>  meet  the  Sinking  Fund  re- 
uirements  -how  a  steady  increase,  while  the  appropria- 
tions to  interest  account  in  the  same  column,  although  the 
funded  debt  is  greater,  from  that  of  the  year  before,  show 
a  steady  decrease.  This  is  owing  to  the  insertion  in  the 
ordinances,  creating  the  loans,  of  a  proviso  that  a  suffi- 
cient annual  tax  shall  be  levied  to  pay  the  interest  and  prin- 
cipal, both  of  which  now  pass  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commission  instead  of  the  principal  only,  as  in  the 
case  of  former  Sinking  Fund  loans. 

The  excellence  of  the  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
is  strikingly  shown  in  a  comparison  of  the  price  received 
for  bonds  recently  marketed  by  a  number  of  foreign  and 
other  municipalities  and  reveals  the  marked  preference  of 
the  public  for  those  of  our  City,  the  premium  on  recent, 
sale  of  Philadelphia  3's  reaching  figures  beyond  tbo?e  of 
fifteen  other  cities. 

Valuation  of  Taxable  Property. 

The  estimated  assessed  valuation  of  Real  Estate  for  tax- 
ation in  1901,  as  reported  by  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes,  shows  an  increase  over  the  valuation  reported  Au- 
gust i,  1899,  for  taxation  in  1900,  of  $13,693,709.

The  jurors  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Court  to  as- 
sess the  damages  and  benefits,  if  any,  caused  by  the  open- 
ing of  Rising  Sun  avenue,  from  Tioga  street  to  German- 
town  avenue,  in    the    City  of    Philadelphia,  respectfully 

report : 
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That  after  due  notice  the  jurors  met  on  May  15,  1900, 
for  the  purpose  of  their  appointment.  All  of  the  jurors 
were  present.  At  this  meeting,  to  wit,  May  15,  1900,  the 
jury  organized  by  electing  William  S.  Blight,  foreman, 
after  which  the  official  plan  was  produced  for  the  use  of 
said  jury,  which  said  plan  is  filed  with  this  report.  The 
affidavit  of  service  of  notice  on  the  registered  property 
owners  and  tenants  along  the  line  of  the  said  street  was 
also  filed  with  the  jury  and  is  now  a  matter  of  record.  The 
petition  was  also  read  to  the  jury. 

That  at  this  meeting,  to  wit,  May  15,  1900,  and  before 
organization,  the  jurors  were  severally  sworn  or  affirmed 
by  one  of  their  number  upon  their  voir  dire  and  examined 
touching  their  capacity  to>  seirve  as  road  jurors  in  this  pro- 
ceeding. Each  juror  was  found  to  be  disinterested,  com- 
petent and  in  all  respects  duly  qualified  to  serve.  The 
jurors  were  then  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  by  one  of 
their  number  to  perform]  their  duties  as  road  jurors  in  the 
matter  of  the  opening  of  Rising  Sun  avenue,  from  Tioga 
street  to  Gemiantown  avenue,  impartially  and  according 
to  their  best  judgment.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Superintendence  and 
Police  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  on  January 
12,  1900,  there  was  presented  to  the  Board,  a  resolution 
by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested,  in  view  of  the  growing  interest  in  the 
game  of  golf,  to  establish  golf  links  in  Fairmount  Park. 

This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Su- 
perintendence and  Police  for  inquiry  and  report. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Superintendence  and 
Police,  held  January  8th,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  employ  professional  golf 
experts  to  report  to  this  Committee  if  there  be  any  suit- 
able site  for  a  course;  if  so,  where,  and  what  amount  of 
acreage  must  be  set  apart  to  render  it  safe  to  the  public 
as  well  as  suitable  for  the  purpose;  also  what  will  be  the 
cost  of  its  construction  and  of  a  fitting  house  for  the  keep- 
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ing  of  the  implements  and  clothing;  also  the  annual  cost 
of  its  maintenance. 

In  compliance  with  this  resolution,  the  Chairman  re- 
quested Messrs.  George  D.  Fowle,  Rodman  E.  Grriscom 
and1  Samuel  Y.  Heebner  to  act  as  a  Committee  of  experts 
to  report  on  the  subject. 

These  gentlemen,  after  very  carefully  considering  the 
matter,  have  submitted  the  following  report: 

May  7, 1900. 

Colonel  A.  Louden  Snowden, 

Fairmount  Park  Commission,  City  Hall,  Philadelphia, 

Dear  Sir: — We  visited  Fairmount  Park  on  April  19, 
1900,  accompanied  by  your  Chief  Engineer  and  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  J.  T.  Vodges,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  there  was  sufficient  unoccupied  ground  in  the 
Park  limits  on  which  to  lay  out  a  public  golf  course.  We 
found  that  section  of  ground  known  as  the  Belmont  slope, 
lying  to  .the  east  of  Belmont  Mansion,  between  Belmont 
drive  and  the  river,  admirably  adapted  for  a  nine-hole  golf 
course  by  reason  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the  turf  and 
the  variety  and  diversity  of  the  surface. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  if  Councils  should  decide  to  ap- 
propriate a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  construct  and  main- 
tain a  public  golf  course,  any  good  golf  professional  could 
lay  out  a  first-class  nine-hole  course  on  this  plot  of  ground, 
with  very  little  work  of  an  expensive  character  to  be  done, 
preparing  the  necessary  greens  and  tees,  thoroughly  clean- 
ing and  rolling  the  surface,  for  an  amount  not  in  excess 
of  $3,500  and  without  necessitating  the  removal  of  much 
of  the  shrubbery  planted  thereon.  After  the  course  is 
constructed,  the  questions  of  maintaining  and  regulating 
the  same  so  that  it  will  be  in  proper  condition  to  play 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  present  difficulties  which  are 
much  mow  troublesome  and  expensive  to  solve.  You 
would  need  the  services  of  a  first-class  green-keeper,  who 
is  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  game  of  golf,  to  take 
charge  of  the  entire  plant,  and  it  would  require  from  two 
to  five  additional  men  with  a  complete  equipment  of  horse 
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and  hand-mowing  machines,  rollers,  tools,  etc.,  to  keep  the 
same  in  order.  The  amount  that  this  would  cost  is  abso- 
lutely dependent  upon  the  thoroughness  with  which  the 
work  is  done.  Private  courses  of  this  length  cost  about 
$4,000  a  year  to  maintain,  and  this  only  when  some  indi- 
vidual devotes  his  time  to  overseeing  the  work. 

It  would  make  this  improvement  much  more  complete 
if  a  proper  building  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  of 
locker  and  retiring  rooms,  and  we  are  not  able  to  say 
whether  any  portion  of  the  building  known  as  the  Bel- 
mont Mansion  would  be  suitable  and  obtainable  for  this 
purpose.  On  some  of  the  public  courses  a  small  charge 
is  made  for  the  privilege  of  play,  but  this  cannot  be  recom- 
mended unless  it  is  necessary  for  the  City  to  reimburse 
itself  for  some  portion  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
course;  a  proper  charge,  however,  might  well  be  made, 
should  the  Commissioners  decide  to  fit  up  any  portion  of 
Belmont  Mansion  as  a  locker  room.  The  success  of  a  pub- 
lic golf  course  in  Philadelphia  would  depend  absolutely 
upon  the  superintendent  put  in  charge  thereof.  If  you 
can  find  the  proper  man  wiho  would  take  an  interest  in 
his  work,  having  complete  charge  of  the  course  and  seeing 
that  the  same  is  at  all  times  kept  in  perfect  working  order 
and  the  right  to  play  over  the  same  properly  regulated, 
overseeing  and  controlling  the  men  that  work  on  the  links 
and  the  necessary  boys  to  carry  the  clubs,  it  would  be  a 
successful  venture.  It  might  be  well  for  you  to  apply  to 
the  Park  Commissioners  of  New  York  and  Boston  for  in- 
formation concerning  the  construction  and  management 
of  public  courses  and  the  rules  governing  the  same. 

We  have  to  thank  your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Vodges,  for  his  kindness  in  accompanying  us  to  the  Park 
and  furnishing  us  with  a  map  descriptive  of  the  ground 
available.  This  map  has  been  returned  to  him  with  a  sug- 
gested course  plotted  thereon,  having  a  playing  length  of 
2,850  yards,  and  accompanied  by  a  letter  descriptive  of  the 
work  necessary  to  be  done. 

We  do  not  say  that  this  is  the  best  possible  course  that 
could  be  laid  out  upon  the  ground  mentioned,  but  it  would 
be  a  very  good  one.     Many  changes  that  would  improve 
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the  course  might  be  made  by  a  professional  golfer  devot- 
ing more  study  to  this  question  on  the  ground.
